Or how 
many professors of religion now feel as Jeremi¬ 
ah felt, when he was constrained to use this pa¬ 
triotic language, “My bowels, my bowels 1 I 
am pained at my very Iteart: my heart maketh a 
noise in me; I cannot hold my peace, because 
thou hast heard, 0 my soul, the sound of the 
trumpet, the alarm of war.” \Yhal|us ibis the 
language of a mere emhusiast!—or ™air-brain- 
ed fanatic? Is this the voice of one under the 
promptings of a false compassion? Or is it mot 
the language of Christian love?—of that love 
which a dying Saviour, felt when he trod the 
wine-press alone—and drained the bitter cup to 
its very dregs? It is the natural language of a 
heart whose every pulse is quickened by the 
blood of Christ, and whose compassion for man 
entwines its every fibre around his dying cross.

nations feel the shock.” Is it not time, then, 
that something effective should be done? I s it 
not high time that a deluded world should awake 
—should arise in the majesty and greatness of 
her strength, and reverse her education, change 
her plan, and begin to inculcate the all-essential 
doctrines of practical peace ?—we repeat, practi¬ 
cal peace. Are there none in the armies of the 
Prince of Peace who, in these enlightened times, 
are willing to enroll their names beneath fo e 
Christian flag, and practice peace, though in so 
doing they should be called to die as died fo@ 
man Christ Jesus? Who, when the voice of j 
war, and the fury of men made mad by the de¬ 
mon of discord, shall shake the pillars of this 
glorious republic, will rally around the altar of 
prayer, and there call upon their God, and ago¬ 
nize until they obtain answers of peace, rather 
than appear where man meets man in the dead¬ 
ly strife. O my soul, witness thou in this mat¬ 
ter—witness thou against the present state of 
things—the present practice of men! It cannot 
be that any man in his reason, can sanction war.

Christ within is its pow¬ 
er, its triumph, and its glory—Christ within is 
the only grace that can silence the sound of the 
drum, hush the roar of artillery, and stay the ef¬ 
fusion of human blood—Christ formed in the 
heart the hope of glory, will inspire sentiments 
of true bravery. He can nerve the soul to dare 
and do what even Napoleon would have shrunk 
from—lo die the death of a martyr, while plead¬ 
ing the merits of his blood, and afford a practi¬ 
cal display of tile excellency, of the gospel of 
peace.
